That it is a rage, proceeding from fee- 
blenes of iudgement; it may be prooued by 
a thouſand arguments, and eſpecially by 
the combatc of two new Patenme Amas 
2025, Who fixe or ſeaucn yeares fince,, did 
fight inalift or place railed in for a com- 
bate : Oh what an vanaturall accident ?

nature, and of nourtare. But to ſhew bow 
vile and abie& this deſperate aCtion'is, it is 
knowne that baſe Porters haue been inthe 
field, with the ſame ceremonies, wing like 
curteſie as they do, that thinke themſclues 
Samſons. This doth much extenuate the 


glory of theſe ations , which the ignorant

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_ doe ſoynworthily exalt. ; 

. The Lord dela Noe, in one of his diſ- 
courſes, blames eAmads for decyphering 
with a loftie,and as it were a Sealchs ſtyle, 
a falſe Valour, and Chymera's of Ualour. 
And ſorhe which bee necre your Maieſtie, 
and elſewhere, doe put forward ( vpon this 
matter ) things more extravagant and fan 
taſticall, then the tales of Meluſina, and of 
the Ryman of the Roſe. In the meane time, 
all the diſperſion falls ypon the Nobilitie, 
which is the baſis of the Eſtate. 

. Your Maieſtie, by your excellent Vertue 
haue ſaued your Kingdome, raiſed it again, 
and remitted it by the very ſame: and now 
that it is inthe harbour, your Maieſtie lets 
them ſuffer ſhipwracke , who haue helped 
your jnvincible courage to take land. All 
the reſt of the Ligne doe cnioy the

dize, roſecke out the leaſt is cxtraordina- 
ry Honour. All is open, all is ſure, ro them 
that ſay, They beare not a word bur like a 
Caualier. That which is don2 moſt com- 
monly in ciuill warres by chance, is done un 
theſe combates of ſer purpoſe: lixewile the 
ruine thereby is almoſt alwayes incuirable, 
Ciuill warres be againſt enemies, tre other 
againſt friends , neighbours , neere Kkinl- 
folkes, brothers. In briefe, in ciuill warres 
there is alwaies ſome honour for the parti- 
cular; ſome profit for rhe generall : Tn the 
other, there is neither honour nor profit, for 
012 or other. 

When there b:e any quarrells , all th- 
world runnes to hinder the miſchiefe, the 
King is difquieted with it, his Guard arc 
much troubled.

Lie to giue Pardons, It is ſo without doubt, 
bur they miſt be canformable to the Iuſtice 
of God,who hath eſtabliſhed Lawes there» 
in, as is ſeene by the Townes of Refuge, 
witch were aunciently amongſt the /ſrae- 
lires ; which were for accidents proceeding 
of ignioran.e, chance-medley , and other 
notable circumſtances; following which, all 
So:craigne Princes may iuſtly , and with 
good conſcience giuc life.

When Charles the 8. as a windeg'a 
torrent, a thunder, tempeſtious , furious, - 
pierceing; overthrew, ſpoiled, vanquiſhed 
ſraly, with ſo great and fearefull a ſwift- 
nes; was there inall theearth RE 
liketo the French ? was there any thing 

generous ? ſo vertuous? and then there was 


no ſpeach of Dxell. We forbeare to ſpeake

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of all the other ages paſt, which haue had 
valiant men, Demy-Gods, ſo renowned, fo 
redoubred, through all the world, who ne- 
uer knew this folly. Secondly, we fay , let 
there be meancs found to tie vp fooles, and.

out exception. Belceue,it will be very eafic 
toſtay the moſt tickliſh; or to ſpeake bet- 
ter, the moſt hairebraind. Others will be 
| bridled 
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bridled by apprehenſion of the confiſcati- 
ons, and muldts , which waighes them ſo 
downe , that they be conſtrained to ſay, 
That they which die in Del, are in better 
caſe then the vanquiſhers. It is a Cadmear 
vidory, a lamentable vitory , lamentable 
for all Chriſtendome ; a fearefull marke of 
the anger of God, and an infallible prefage 
of his vengeances neare at hand, | 
Therc are n6t any, how euill ſoeucr they 
be, but would be very well confent, that 
there were Lawes for the point of Honowr;

| Surely, we muſt particularly cull ont, 
what Honoxr is , ſeeing it is the ſpring of 
ſo many miſcheifes. Amongſt a hundred 
that fight for this faire quality, there will 
not be found two that know what it is. An 
argument of their ignorance , and beaſtli- 
nes, 
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nes, 2avorthy baſis of ſuch a pil'ar, They 
are killed they know not why. We ſay then 
that Honour is a quality raiſed vp, atrriby. 
ted to perſos according to the knowledge 
that is had of their merit. Place is giuen to 
Authority, and ro few, merit to all forts of 
perſons that iaue it. Horour is encloſed 
(as we haue ſaid)with theſe fowre tearms; 
God, the Soueraigne Prince,the Countrey, | 
and Verrtue : all the reſt is but ſmoake. Let | 
vs ſec, if ih the Dxe!ls which be ſoordinary 
in France, we can finde theſe fowre lights, 
which ſhould conduR the aRions of men. 
There is not one of them. For the three

Let vs examine Vertus by her kindes, it 
may be we thall finde it there. Is Prudence 
there? not at all: Hath it beene Her cuſtome 
ro caſt men into infinite miſcheifes?Is T em- 
perance there ? innoſocrt : cannot ſhe ſuffer 
the leaſt prickings , nor command paſſion? 
Juſtice will not be found there ; is it not in- 
iuſtice to take away another mans _—_ 
To take away his life, is it not infinitely 
more? Magnanimity, and greatnes of coy

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tary, with 
a iuſt ende ? Neuertheleſſe there is not any, 


how groſle, and brutiſh ſoeuer , bur would 
have vs belecue, that in theſe actions there 
is vertue, at the leaſt the vertue of magna- 
nimity. We haue ſherwed the contrary,and 
will prooue it by and by , more amply. In 
generall tearmes we maintaine,that in theſe 
vaworthy actions there is not any vertue; 
and doe prooue it by an infallible argu- 
ment.

1s not that volun- | 
knowledge,for a good cauſe for '

Sorthis Honour is very common. If you ſay 
it is their miſcrable condirion, or raſhnes, 
that makes them ſcorne the perill:they will 
anſwer you, that it is ambition , pride, en- 
uie, revenge , and other blind paſſions that 
tranſports $6w. By conſequence, it is not 
a vertuous ation, which is alwayes volun- 
tary, and is her ſe]fe, her owne center , and 
circumference.

haue no other end, but this magnificent am= 


I bition, to doe well. Ir is this that makes a 


man worthy of fare and great charges. This 
is a Maieſticall-golden-building , rayſed 
withall his ſymmetries, which doth dazle, 
oucrcome, deieR, the cies, the forces, the 
darts of Enuie, Time, and Death. What-_ 
ſoeuer be miore then theſe, doe proceed of 
euill humours, that remaine of the diſor-

his Ftatg, This ſhort breath yer rein

Princes haue a great aduantage ouer your 
Maieſty : They be dayly bufied ro know 
what victories their ſubieRts haue had vp- 
on the common ett2my of the faith , or a- 
g4inſt the particular enemies out of their 
Dominions : And your Maieſty is tn a con- 
tinual! alarum with your owne fubic&s, 


who are alwayes ready to fight, at feaſts, 


art dauncings, at play, at hunting , yea euen 
in the holy places,prefently after they naue 
receiued their Sacraments. O malediCtion ! 
and wherefore ? for ſpiders webs. 

Your Maieſty is brought toa meruailous 


ſeruitude : it may redeeme it ſelfe, by ma- 


king her ordinances to be Oy EXECU- 
red. The apprehenſion of puniſhments will 
ſtay them, and there will be none ſodeſpe- 
rate, to put themſelues into an infinite La- 
byriath of miſcries for a fantafie of honour. 


If there be any ( as hath been ſaid) he ſhall - | 


ſerue for an example. Is it not berrer to cut 


off an arme, thento ler all the Bodie periſh? 
| That 
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That ſhall not be rigour,ie ſhall beclemen- 
ciezit ſhall be the moſt high, and moſt pro= 
fitable Iuſtice that can be imagined. The _ 
great ones ( whoſe counſell you ſhall have _ 
taken ro make good lawes) ſceing this ho- 
ly reſolution, will b: aſhamed to ſue voto 
ou, to deſtroy that which you ſhall haue 
built by their owne judgement.

red that they did ill. We muſt avow, thar 
ſuch perſons be wel borne to Vertne,which 
is not fedeither with publique fmoake, or 
with another mans opinion, but with her 
owne knowledge, beeing balanced, and 
knowing her ſelte,het waight,and her price. 
There be not amongRt a-hundred ſuch faire 
ſoules.

Now the feare not-ro-'doe well, is the 
firſt motiue that carrjerh away the genc- 
rous ſpirit;, and which mooueth-it with 


. more force; then the.crownes of Oake, and: 


the rriumphes did the auncient-Romanes. 
They that goe about tocontent themſelues 
firſt , though they wexe"'in-dennes,, in the 
graue (if ix, were poſſible) will nener faile 
m their duty. When thty haue exploitcd 
effes , admired of all; they doe'not reſt 
vpon the -generall. .yoyce , the-common 
iudgement doth not fill them, they beleeuc 
afluredly,that this aRian is not exactly ac- 
compliſhed. Phidias.for, his workes., was 
in an jacredible reputation ; and not any 
thing 
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4 thing of chat he did (moſt perfeAly did 
content him. His houſe becing ona fire, he 
cried to faue the Satyre , which was an ad- 
mirable peice , not that he eſtecmedir per- 
fe, but rather imperfe& in his Cale, I 
will ſay , that thoſe ſpirits haue Ide'as of 
formes, and proportions, which doe rauiſh 
all che reſt, in ſome ſcantling of cheir beau- 
ty. Bur for their contentment, it is not ſuffi- 
cient, they haue remaining yeta great hun= 
cr, 
n Obſtinacy alſo, which is a terrible.wilde 
beaft, tha: no reaſon can appeaſe; bath done 
ſtrange things , which doe approach the 
magnificent -workes of Vertue , and be bur 
ſhadowes, idols, and fantaſies. There be a 
thouſand examples in hiſtories of the obſti= 
nacie of the /cves. This great Towne of 
Parts would furniſh out one , not onely ex- 
traordinary; bur fearcfull.' They be helliſh 1 
rages bringing forth prodigious effects; .3F 
which for that reſpe& , are neither lauda- ih 
ble nor immirable , becauſe they are with= 
out Vertue, A thouſand Apoſted-manſlay- 
ers, haue deſpiſed death, and knowing well 
that they could neuereſcape, yet haue not. 
forborne go execute their defignes. They 
be inthe Chronicles for an example of ab- 


- homina., 
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 homination , and not of imitation : Bur /«. 
dich, and Debora, who did hazard them- 
ſclues for their people, whoſe ende was 
good and holy; haue left their memory 
glorious, with as much aſtoniſhment at 
the greatneſſe of their courage, as a lau- 
dable _cnuic to follow them info laudable 
a Carcere. | 

There is yet a moouing cauſe , which is 
called Emulation, wv hich may be defined; a 
defire to doe better thenothers, or in de- 
ſpight of others. Emulation is the leauen of 
all faire deeds, if it be married with'the 
| feare tofaile, as we haue already ſaid. Itis 
the heaucnly ſced of Actions ,.trucly wor- 
thy of praiſe, and of perpetuall memory.It 
is the {acreed (eed , which thruſts' out the 
Palmes, the Laurells , and the Cedars ; bur 
for thar it was not well ruled ; nor vnder- 
ſtood, it hath often been aninſtrament of 
ſhame, and ruine. Alarum of the molt ſlee- 
pie, quick-filuer of young and old, rauiſh- 
ment of the moſt vnmanly. If thy beauty 
were not painted, if thy Nectarwere not 
poyſoned, if thou wert not giſguiſed and

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ite changed; and through the ignorance 
of mats i—_ ofan kde, then of thy ſclfe. 
The feare of failing, muſt accom 
this moouing : Into which whoſocuer wi 
narrowly looke, will iudge , that the gocd 
will tro doe better then others , hath beene 
the Viper, which becing borne , doth de. 
uoure that which did beget it. *Emulation 
the efficient cauſe of Vertue hath deuoured 
her partzhath deſtroied Vertue it ſelfe:they

| ents , they hauetroubled the cleare ſpring, 
they haue coucred with a cloud, a faire Sun. 
Emulation ſhould giue a defire to a man to 
doe perfealy well, according to Vertuc;ſa 
as no man may doe betrer = leaſt in will) 
with knowledge of the cauſc;and onely be- 
cafiſe it muſt be ſo, and not becauſe others 
doe it. Although he onely ſhould remaine 
inthis ation, that no other ſhould trauell 
with this winde , that no orher ſhou!d run 
at this tilt; moreouerthat there ſhould no 
aduantage cometo him thereby , cirher of 
poem or profit : yer not —Y 
et him not leaue toſceke jt with as muc 
paſſion and yehemency.. This ſhining fame 
of Vertue hath beene ſpoiled by ES 
and by pride, deuilliſh' ſerpent , fonarurall

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to man, this firſt reſort of finne; this father ol 
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of death which hath mingled all the cards, 
Enuie is entred with it into this Prouince, 
theſe monſters haue foraged at}; Men runne 
into hazards, they goe thereunto hanging 
downe their heads, they pregipitate them- 
ſclues thereby, beeing nor able to ferue the 
Common-wealth'; carried with rage they 
find nothing too hor; to exceed others they 
would haue wings, or feet of wind, as A- 
chilles had.

Eftate ; ſo manyvnmooueable vaults ro ſu- 
Raine it, ſo many ſtrong Haſtions to defend 
it. And you Nobility,how you are favoured 
of heauenro haue ſuch a Head , ſoſhining

greatneſſe of Kings , to haueneare them a 
multitude of perſons famous by excellene 
markes. The glory of zpiter had beene 
ſmall, if he had raigned ouer the Cyclops, 
the Centawures , and the Satyres onely. T he 
inuincible Mars, the venerable | -inhtn 
and thoſe other gods, made his Empire re- 
doubtable. One Lyon had rather obey a- 
nother , then to haveno commandement, 
but ouer the Foynes of Alexandria , and the 
Ape: of the great (aire. 

If any man thinke , that I doe ſet out an 
imaginary Vertue, and which cannot be in 


man, in that faſhion that I deſcribe it , bur 


by diuine inſpiration ; let him know (ifhe 
pleaſe) that extraordinary ations alſo,doe 
not come but from heauen. In truth I con- 
feſſe , it_is yery hard in this ſoperuerſea 
time, wherein the foundations of all Ver= 
tues, be turned tophie-turuie, But let a man 
behold the auncient Romanes , the Lacede- 
 menians, and the Atheniazs,they ſhall there 
marke out Scipio's, Epaminondaſe's, and As 
rfides,who haue had this Vertue of Mag- 
nanimity , with all the conditions and cir- 
| | | cutnſtane. 
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:apable, ſeeing they hane 
Inherited by their great Vertues, to thoſe 
of the auncients?I will not ſpeak of Charle- 
mayne , and of the worthies. During the 
raigne of King Francs the 1.how many no« 
table, and admirable perſonages did ho- 


nour Fraxee? In that time there was the. 


moſt magnificent,and triumphant Colledge 
of Honowr, that was vnder the heauens ,to 
make Vertue be beloued, to daaw a man 
from the Centre, and to make him-a demy- 
god among men. It was the order of the 
King. This temple of | 6/8 of Vertue, 
was ſo ſacred, that at that time;there were 
found inall the Realme but thirteene , char 
were worthy to enter therein. It is another 
diſcourſe, which I will leaue for this time,” 
and will ſay only, that this high,excellent, 
and divine mother of Vertues, Magnanimiis 
ty, may be acquired by: diſcourſe; and by- 
vic,and that a man may make himſelfe ca- 
able of it.
